The "news" stories were written by Protestant and 
Catholic clergymen of Antioch and vicinity at the request' 
of the editors. The items are being run with only minor 
editing from what these men wrote. 

The idea for the page was taken from a newspaper 
trade paper which showed how another weekly paper used 
the same idea in reporting the news of Christ's death on 
the cross and His resurrection. 

It was the aim of the publishers of the ANTIOCH 
NEWS and the LAKE REGION NEWS to publish the 
"news" of Christ's birth as it might have been presented 
In the year 1 A.D., and the day of His birth. 
We believe it is the first time a newspaper In this area as 
well as in Antioch has published the Christmas story in 
this way. 



Post Office Business Declines; 
Many Shoppers Roaming Streets 

" POST OFFICE 

"Business" at the Antioch post office dropped off considerably this 
week from a peak of 30,000 cancellations reached early last week, but 
shoppers still roaming the business district indicated "business" there is 
still good. 

Postmaster Hoy Kufalk said that the 30,000 cancellations reported last 
week Tuesday were tops. Since then these have dropped off to 28,000, 
25,000 and 23,000 on down to about 7,000 for this week Tuesday.

Board Expects 
60 More Pupils 
Next September 

What to do with the expected in- 
crease in enrollments at Antioch 
Township high school in the coming 
years and especially starting in 
September I960 continues to be the 
principal topic of the high school 
board these days. 

The board at its meeting last 
Wednesday evening approved a 
modified shift program with the 
idea of making use of the school 
auditorium as a study hall and con- 
verting- room' 4 into a combination 
room. 

Room 4 under the plan would 
become a combination choral and 
lecture classroom. 

The modified shift program 
would mean eight periods a day of 
classes instead of the present seven 
.with. the first one starting at 7:50 
a»m. and the last one ending at 3:45 
p.m.. 

These eight periods would include 
four lunch periods as now. 

BV DEVELOPING an eight per- 
iod schedule the high school office 
would have one more period of 22 
classrooms for scheduling purposes,

School Board, Architects 
Meet on Building Delayed 

A meeting between the Antioch high school board, a school architect 
and state department of public instruction officials has been postponed 
to a date early next year, possibly in February. 

It has been hoped that these^ people would get together Dec. 30, but 
a conflict of events together with it being near a holiday or two, changed 
the date. 

A meeting of the school board- 
teacher salary committee has been 
called for 8 p.m. Wednesday, Jan. 6, 
the high school board was told at 
its monthly meeting last wejpk. 

E. R. Prosise reported briefly on 
what the joint committee discussed 
and what progress had been made. 

The board will consider the sal- 
ary matter at its Jan. 20 session. 

It was voted to hire one person 
to do adult clerical work so some 
of the high school teachers with 
heavy loads can have more time to 
teach. 

This person would be paid $1,50 
an hour and work two days a week. 
If the plan works, another adult 
may be hired. 

He or she would operate dupli- 
cators, copy data on forms and rec- 
ords, check tests, workbooks and 
papers, type library sheets and cata- 
loguing cards, administer some tests 
and type materials and tests. 

Prior to the opening of school 
last September, two clerks were em- 
ployed by the board to help the 
school librarian. These were paid 
$1.50 an hour.

Correct Records 
Are Important 
To All People 

Keeping correct records will as- 
sure you all the benefits you and 
your employees have earned. 

Benefits for an employer and his 
employees at retirement, death, or 
permanent and total disability, are 
based on the reports the employer 
files with Internal Revenue of his 
own net profit and the earnings of 
his employees. 

Accurate and complete records are 
necessary to make the proper re- 
ports on your employees as well as 
to determine the employer's own 
true net profit. 

The employer is responsible for 
filing reports on his employees 
which should contain the full name, 
social security account number, and 
the amount paid to each employee. 

It Is also pointed out that many 
self-employed persons have not 
been properly reporting their net 
profit. 

Coverage of the self-employed Is 
not optional — it is required 6y law 
and is necessary in order to get 
social security credit for his earn- 
ings. 

If he failed to file the report on 
his net profit and pay the self- 
employment tax for prior years, it 
may not be too late. 

He can file reports for 1956 and 
later years and pay the self-employ- 
ment social security tax to the di- 
rector of Internal Revenue this year. 

Social security credits cannot be 
given now for years prior to 1956. 



A retailer of men's wear charges 
that women neither know nor read 
about men's changing fashions, yet 
more than 50 per cent of them ac- 
company their men suit shopping. 

Marjorie Sohh, clothing specialist 
at the University of Illinois, des- 
cribes the three basic styles in men's 
suits and tells how to help a man 
select the style most flattering to his 
physique. 

The most familiar suit style is 
called natural. The shoulders are 
normal width and slightly built up. 
The rather long jacket hangs 
straight and easy. It has a squar- 
ish cut front and three buttons 
fairly close together. Flap pockets 
are featured on the jacket. 

Although all lapels are now nar- 
rower, natural style lapels are wider 
than those in other styles. Trousers 
have one or two pleats and a mod- 
erate rise. 

The Ivy League style has little or 
no shoulder padding. The coat 
lapels are medium to narrdwi The 
jacket, with flrtp pockets and vented 
back, hangs straight. / 

IT IS slightly shorter I than the 
natural style, and the buttons are 
farther apart. Trousers are taper- 
ed, usually pleatless and have a low 
rise. 

The newest style, the Continental, 
has more shape at the \ waist and 
squared-off shoulders. The jacket 
is shorter than both Ivy and Nat- 
ural styles. 

It has a slightly rounded cutaway 
front and two buttons, although 
modified continentals with three 
buttons are also made. Side vents 
and welt pockets, sometimes slanted, 
are other identification points. La- 
pels are narrow and peaked. 

The trim trousers have a high rise, 
single reverse pleats and are gen- 
erally cuff less. 

Miss Sohn gives these suitable 
style tips for general figure types: 

For the short, chunky man: The 
jacket should have slightly padded 
shoulders, not the sloping Ivy style. 
It should be long enough to cover 
the seat of the trousers. A short 
jacket cuts the figure in half, and 
a long jacket makes it look squatty. 

The fashionabte narrow lapels and 
slanted flap or welt pockets on the 
hipline are good. 

Tapered trousers with single 
pleats and no cuffs, such as the Con- 
tinental, creat a longer, trimmer 
line. 

FOR THE SHORT, thin man: 

The narrow, peaked lapel jacket 
and well-padded, high shoulder lines 
give the illusion of greater height. 

The jacket should be just long 
enough to cover the trousers' seat. 

Trousers with narrow leg?, nar- 
row waist band and no cuffs also 
seem to add height. 

For the tall, slim: Natural is a 
good style for the bean-pole type. 
He could wear the Ivy style with 
padd,ed shoulders. 



But the narrow lapels, slim, cuff- 
less trousers and shorter jacket of 
the continental make him appear 
even taller and slimmer. 

For the tall, heavy: Longer length 
jackets with natural style shoulders 
and lapels are good. Flap and patch 
packets placed near the hipbone 
emphasize height. 

Trousers with one or two pleats 
are more flattering than those with 
no pleats. 

For the average physique: Any 
style is satisfactory. He s may wear 
wide or narrow shoulders with high 
or low shoulder padding and lapels 
of any width. 

He can wear any style trouscr 
that suits his fancy.

Check Chimney^ 
And Smokepipe 
Of Home Heater 

. By O. L. Hogsett 

A roaring furnace fire can put 
you out in the cold unless your 
chimney and heating system are in 
good condition. 

Of the eight main preventable 
causes of farm fires listed by the 
Illinois rural safety council, four 
involved heating systems. Seven out 
of every ten farm chimneys are 
faulty, according to a recent survey. 

In the first- place, using kerosene 
or gasoline to start a fire causes 
many fires and injuries. 

The safe way is to use crumpled 
paper and dry kindling.' Once the 
lire is going, faulty smoke pipes 
and chimneys can do their share to 
start fires. 

Here are some tips on preventing 
fires from these causes: 

Check your chimney, especially in 
tho attic and at the roof line, for 
loose mortar and bricks. Maye sure 
you have a spark-arresting screen 
on top of the chimney, especially if 
your roof isn't fireproof. 

Make sure the stove or furnace 
..smokepipe leading into tho chim- 
ney is in good shape and is well 
■upported. If it passes close to wood 
^r other inflamable materials, wrap 
it with asbestos. ' 

Installing an automatic draft con- 
rol will keep the wind from draw- 
ing fire up the smokepipe. This con- 
t&ol will also save fuel and lower 
smokepipe temperatures.

The incidents that have taken place this week have been centered in 
the city of Bethlehem. The things that have happened there could easily 
be dismissed as being nothing more than another ordinary event. How- 
aver, the words of Micah the prophet of Israel must be called to your 
attention once again. 

He wrote to our people saying, "And thou Bethlehem, land of Judah. 
art in no wise the least among the princes of Judah: For; out of thee shall 
Come forth a governor; which shall be the shepherd of my people Israel." 

Yesterday, Caesar Augustus, Em 
peror, published an edict for the en 
rollment for the whole Roman Em 
pire. According to the Emperor, 
the time is now favorable. For the 
first time' the empire is enjoying 
universal peace, and the surveyors 
sent out by the Senate have com- 
pleted their work of measuring the 
various provinces. The census will 
be a natural complements to the 
work of surveying. 

The census in the Jewish prov 
inces must be taken according to 
Jewish customs. This means that 
all must register where their an- 
cestors were born — everyone must 
be enrolled in his own city. What 
will this mean to the average Jew? 
Jews who live in Nazareth in 
Galilee, for instance, must go up 
into Judea, the city of David, which 
is called Bethlehem. This can be 
a long, difficult journey for them. 
The roads in Judea are rough this 
season of the year, inclement, and 
means of travel are uncomfortable. 
Traffic will be heavy and the 
Jews will be jostled on the highways 
by the caravans coming and going 
for the census. The journey can 
cause the people much personal dis- 
comfort and fatigue. 

Many of the Jews are disturbed 
and angry over this new order of the 
foreign ruler. 

We asked one man how he felt 

about the trip, and he answered that 

■ it would be tough and some of them

pie of the working class. 

"Others will drive," he said, "but 
we shall walk. Yes, it will be a 
very trying, even dangerous trip."

3 Magi Called to Testify

The decision to investigate the 
Magi was reached when it was 
learned, through well Informed per- 
sons, that the Star was associated 
with the birth of a child.

The transcript of the testimony of 
the Magi, who were the key wit- 
nesses in the investigation, proves 
conclusively that the Star which had 
been seen in the East did have as- 
tounding significance.

Those traveling together asked 
one another what it was and why 
did it shine so brightly and seem 
so big. 

None apparently knew the right 
answer and almost everyone asked 
had his or her own idea. . .' 

Some were pretty far fetched but* 
all agreed that the star moved as 
the people moved, guiding the trav- 
elers to the city of Bethlehem and 
then standing still over the city.
